No. 4—A Greater Use of Canadian Raw Materials 

Men of all shades of political thought, and all students of economics, are 
agreed that the interests of Canada call for a reduction in imports of articles 
which the Canadian people can produce for themselves, and an increase in 
the export of those products and articles of which this Dominion can easily 
and profitably produce a surplus, in order that, through a combination of 
these two developments, a pronounced improvement may be brought about in 
the balance of trade in favor of the Dominion. It is when we come to con- 
sideration of ways and means whereby such a desirable and necessary change 
is to be effected that opinions sharply differ. 

One school of political thought declares that the only effective means to 
lessen imports and increase home production is through a protective tariff— 
that is, a tariff eufficiently high to either sirut out foreign competition or at 
least to enable the Canadian grown or manufactured article to undersell 
foreign goods of a like kind. 

The opposing school of thought contends that the inevitable result of 
6uch a tariff is to so enhance prices as to place a handicap on articles needed 
in the development of the country, and that thereby production at home is 
lessened, and, while import trade may be curtailed, production for export is 
likewise lowered and the buying power of the whole country reduced, and 
prices so enhanced that people are forced to go without many things which 
otherwise they would be able to purchase, and that this decreased buying 
power results in depression of trade and consequent unemployment. 

The writer has no intention of taking any part in this political contro- 
versy. Whatever the effect of the tariff may be one ‘way or the other, the 
writer inclines to the view that the real difficulty and economic weakness of 
the Canadian position at present is to be found in another direction. 

The commercial strength of Germany before the war was found in the 
energy displayed by Government and people in developing the natural re- 
sources-of the country for use at home and abroad. The same thing is true 
of the United States. Neither of these countries imported to any extent 
anything they could produce at home. It will be said that both these coun- 
tries had protective tariffs and it may be argued that such tariffs were re- 
sponsible for bringing about the result noted. But were they £0 responsible? 

Canada has had a protective tariff for many years, yet this country har 
failed to develop many of-its natural resources of raw material to anything 
like their full extent, and has gone on importing supplies which could have 
been secured at home. For example, Western Canada has some of the larg- 
est coal deposits in the world, yet for years millions of dollars worth of coal 
have been: hauled by rail and water from Pennsylvania for use in this coun- 
try. While Western Canada was doing this, Germany, as a result of scien- 
tific research work, was using greatly inferior coal to the Western Canada 
article in the great German factories and as fuel for its people. Ontario 
lacks coal and has for decades followed the line of least resistance and im- 
ported millions of tons annually from Pennsylvania whereas much of On- 
tario’s and Quebec's industrial fuel requirements might have been obtained in 
Nova Scotia brought by water transportation up the Be. Lawrence. But 
it was easier to continue to get supplies from Pennsylvania than to engage in 
the national work of developing an inter-Provincial trade in coal from the 
Maritime Provinces Via the St. Lawrence route. 

Canada possesses enormously rich deposits in iron, copper and other 
minerals, but they lack development, and we continue to import huge quan- 
tities of iron ore from the United States. Why? It is stated that one rea- 
6on is that United States capitalists have secured control of the Canadian 
deposits and refuse to develop them so long as they can obtain sufficient 
quantities from their own mines; that, in a word, they are hol@¢ their 
Canadian properties in reserve against the day when their United States 
mines become exhausted and that then, and not until then, will they develop 
their Canadian held properties. If this is so, and there appears to be evi- 
dence to support this charge, then it is high time the Canadian Government 
took steps to pul an end to such an outrage by compelling the development 
and operation of these Canadian mineral properties with a penalty of for- 
feiture if such development is not proceeded with within a reasonable time. 

Many Canadian manufacturers continue to import raw, or semi-manufac- 
tured, supplies to be worked up into a more finished product when, by the 
expenditure of some money and the display of a little more initiative and 
enterprise, such supplies could be obtained within Canada, thereby lessening 
our import trade and providing a very considerable volume of employment 
within Canada, and making possible a large increase in the value of Can- 
ada’s export trade. 

There are many things Canada cannot produce and must, therefore, 
§mport, but there aré many supplies now imported which could just as well 
be obtained a home, and it is the duty of the Government to direct its ener 
Giles and frame its fiscal policy along lines which will promote such develop 
ment within Canada.

Of The Dairy Industry 


In Western Provinces 


Oe 


‘The dairy business has probably 
Weathered the storm of depression 
somewhat better than any other 
branch of agriculture: — -All-~of—the 
prairie provinces show an increase 
in the make of creamery butter, 
Manitoba shows, also, some increase 
in-the make of dairy butter. The in- 
cfease ‘In the make of cheese has 
been very slight. Perhaps one of the 
most encouraging things fn’ regard to 
dairying is a generally increased de- 
mand for dairy cows. This demand 
has developed quite rapidly in ‘the 
past few months. 

A report recently given out by the 
Dairy Commissioner of Saskatchewan 
shows that during the year 1921 there 
were fifty-five creameries in operation 
in the province and the total output 
of creamery butter from these was 
7,085,000 lbs. with a value of $2,609,- 
000. 1921 was the first year the 
creamery output of Saskatchewan has 
reached the seven million mark, and 
above figures show an increase of 
446,000 Ibs., or nearly 7 per cent. over 
1920, There was also an increase of 
nearly 50,000 milk cows in the prov- 
ince and the total value of dairy pro- 
ducts was more than eighteen and 
three quarter million dollars. This is 
a very considerable drop in value from 
total products of the previous year, 
but this is reported as due to a de- 
crease in the average market values 
which have obtained for dairy pro: 
ducts during the year arfd not to a de- 
crease in production. 

Commissioner Marker, 
remarks that the prospects for dairy- 


ing in this province fof 1922 are| 
reasonably. bright. Continuing, he 
says: “The farmers who. followed 


dairying in 1921 were always ‘able to 
sell their product for cash, and in a 
ready market, and besides, if we omit 
a few weeks during the early part 


of the season, when the prices were 


at the lowest, the markets for dairy 
produce were really comparativély 
good and without any great fluctua: 
tion.” 

Commissioner Gibson, of Manitoba, 
remarks: “Those who were fortun- 
ate enough to have a good herd of 
dairy cows found a good market for 
their raw products by feeding it to 
their cows and turning it into dairy 
products, Figures were secured this 
year for the) first time in regard to 
the amount of ice cream manutac- 
tured in the different ice cream plants 
throughout the province. The fig- 
ures show this to be an important 
branch of ‘the industry. - Ice cream 
is a valuable food product; its popu- 
larity is growing and offers an ex- 
cellent fleld for development.” 

A fact in connection with dariy 
products, which should: be. remem- 
bered with pride, is the very high 
standing taken by all the western 
provinces in the butter-scoring con- 
test carried on by the Dominion 
Government, The three prairie 
provinces carried off the highest 

“average score for six months. 
Then, also, the butter from the prairie 
provinces made great records at the 
National Dairy Show at Toronto and 
other eastern points, the Farmers’ 
Sun, of Toronto, going so far as io 
say that “all the prizes worth having 
went west.”

It is thought, though this is against alt 
the rules, that the “Churkey” may be 
fertile. Like the “swoose,” it par- 
takes almost equally of the shape and 
color of its father, the turkey, and its 
mother, the hen; atid its temper indl- 
cates no especial depravity. 

Whether its flavor would qualify 
it for Christmas use is a point not 
yet determined.
